The verse says that “he shall confirm a coven- 
ant for ONE WEEK” which means SEVEN 
YEARS. Daniel also wrote 


SEVENTY WEEKS 
are determined upon thy people and upon thy 
holy city,***to anoint the most holy.”__The word 
“Weeks” does not appear in the original text, 
which speaks only of a series of seventy sevens. 
But there can be no doubt that the meaning is! 
really “weeks of years” and the interpretation 
is a year to a day.._That is 7 days in a week, 
times 70 weeks, makes 490 years that God is to 
deal with the Jews in a special manner during 
“the times of the gentiles” before the establish- 
ment of His permanent Kingdom upon the earth. 


But God’s dealings during the 490 years were 
not said to be continuous. Divisions were an- 
nounced. The 490 years were divided into three 
sections. 


First. A period of seven sevens, or 49 years, 
which was the alloted time until Jerusalem 
should be rebuilt. This prophecy was fulfilled 
exactly, as told by Ezra and Nehemiah. 


Second. A period of sixty-two sevens, or 434 
years, which was the designated time until Mes- 
siah should be “cut off”. This was fulfilled when 
Jesus hung on the cross and the veil in the Tem- 
ple was rent. Here are the words of Daniel; 

And after threescore and two weeks 434 years 
shall Messiah be cut off, but not for himself; and 
the people of the prince that shall come shall des- 
troy the sanctuary.” *** 


Thus, there remains one week, the 70th week 
of Daniel, the last seven years of the age to be 
fulfilled. During this time God’s special deal- 
ings with the Jews will be continued. The period 
of 70 sevens or 490 years will be taken up again 
when “he shall confirm a covenant for one week” 
and Palestine will be returned to the Jews. 


Is. THERE. A. MAN 
in the flesh today possessing the characteristics 
attributed to the Anti-Christ by the Scriptures? 
Consider Mussolini. 


Prophetic students will read with profound in- 
terest, the following personal testimony from 
Rev. George D. Blomgren, of California, wherein 
he tells of a recent visit to Rome at which time 
he was arrested by Mussolini’s private soldiers. 
Rev. Blomgren’s statement follows:

During a visit to Europe a few weeks ago, I 
made a brief stay in Rome. On my way there I 
was informed by a lecturer, on our ship, that there 
is said to be a law in Italy prohibiting individ- 
uals from even mentioning the name of Musso- 
lini. It seemed to me improbable that such a law 
was in existance, but the statement gave my in- 
terest an impetus and while I was in Rome I 
decided to spend a day learning personally what 
I could about Mussolini— who he is and what he 
is doing? 


Upon arrival in Rome, I cultivated our guide, 
that I might be able to make some inquiries of 
him concerning Mussolini. 


When I parted from him at 6.15 on this partic- 
ular evening, I asked him if he could meet me 
at my hotel at 9:30 the next morning At 9:30 
on the dot he was there. We did not stay in the 
lobby, but walked into the most secluded corner 
of the lounge room. Offering him a chair very 
close to me, I said,“Sir, I would like to ask you 
a question.” 


He said,“Ask on.” 


I said,“Sir, what obout this great man Musso- 
lini?” 


When I asked him this question, he a man of 
sixty sprang to his feet in the twinkling of an 
eye, pulled his glove off his right hand, and 
grasping my hand said with feeling,, “Thank you 
for calling him the great Mussolini.” 


I at once came to the conclusion that this man 
was a disciple of Mussolini, a member of the Fas- 
cist Party. 


He again sat down, and I listened intently to 
the story of Mussolini’s wonderful work during 
the last few years and how he has completely 
transformed Italy. He dictates over every div- 
ision and office in Italy today. A few lines from 
a London newspaper explaines his position very 
well in the following words: 


“A New York newspaper man in Rome reports 
that when the King of Italy was signing some 
state papers, he dropped his handkerchief....Mus- 
solini picked it up and said,.‘I trust Your Maj- 
esty will allow me to keep this as a souvenir.’ 
‘I fear not’ answered the king..‘It is the one 
thing left which you let me put my nose into.” 


“It is an actual fact, that the King of Italy to- 
day warms a chair and receives an income, but 
otherwise has little connection with the govern- 
ment of Italy. Mussolini is all in all in the gov- 
ernment. 

To go on with my story—having asked a few 
more questions of my gulde, I said, “Is there any 
chance in the world to get a glimpse of Mussolini? 


I would give almost anything to get to see him.” 
He looked at me inquiringly and nodded his 
head wisely, as much as to say, “Yes, if you will 
be careful. I will help vou and you may see him.” 


I said, “I certainly will be careful.” 


Then he told me to go down to the government 
building and be outside at the entrance at 12:30 
P. M. sharp. “You will see thirteen men come 
out of the building, six first, then one, then six, 
Mussolini will be the middle man.” 


“Where is the building?” 


He began trying to tell me, but I asked him to 
write it in Italian so I could hand it to a cab driv- 
er, that there might be no mistake in giving dir- 
ections. He did this for me. 


I took the paper, thanked him, as I handed him 
the inevitable tip. 


It was now 10:30 A. M., two hours before I 
could see Mussolini. 

Time is too valuable to a tourist in Rome to 
let it roam away, so I said to myself, “I will go 
at once to the government building and get my 
bearings, then at 12:30 I will know where to 
stand, how to stand, and where tc look.” 


I walked out of the Continental Hotel, went 
over ta a cab and handed the little slip to the 
driver. He pulled away and dov’n the street we 
started, to the greatest adventure of my life. 


. Having gone five or six blocks, he turned ab- 
ruptly down another street and suon we were near 


the government building. To my great surprise 
the sidewalks and streets were actually satur-- 
ated with officers wearing the black Fascist un- 
iform and many men in plain clothes—detectives. 
But the driver drove on. I sat still. We came 
in front of the great iron gates which stood —_ 
about which were a great number of officers. 
was hoping the driver would stop, but he drove 
inside the court of the building—directly up to 
the front entrance of the great beautiful buil . 
Then he stopped and motioned me to get out. I 
got out, paid my bill, dismissed him, and there I 
stood “all dressed up and nowhere to go.” 


Taking a glance at the entrance of the build- 
ing, I saw the two massive doors wide open, as 
though they said, “walk in.” I hesitated just a 
second, not daring to turn back, not daring to 
stand still. I walked in. I was met by an officer 
dressed in uniform, and he tried to ask me some- 
thing, which I could not understand and of course ~ 
could not answer. 


He motioned me to step aside a moment and 
he called another officer who understood English ~~ 
and brokenly spoke it. “aa 


This officer said, “With whom have you an 
appointment?” And indeed I would have been 
overjoyed had I been fortunate enough to have 
had an appointment with anybody there. It was 
for me to reply, “Sir, I have no appointment, 
but I would just like to see the door where the 
great Mussolini will come out at 12:30.” 


‘The man at once turned many colors and said 
with great emphasis, “No! No! No! No! You 
must leave at once.” 


I said under my breath, “I will be glad to go,” 


I knew I was in the right place. I felt I had 
been repaid, and i was sure of my bearings. 

I walked to the doors which opened to let me 
pass, and started to walk down the steps, but 
was prompted to glance behind me. I caught a 
glimpse of two men in conversation with the man 
who had understood my English. I walked on, 
but again felt impelled to glance behind me. 
Two men were coming toward me. It seemed te 
me wise to stop and await their approach and 
this I did. As they came up to me one on either 
side grasping each arm, I felt like cheese in the 
center of a sandwich, a most uncomfortable feel- 
ing. 


Without further delay they searched me. Then 


they held a moment’s conversation and. decided — 


to walk me off. We must have been a splendid 
looking trio walking down one of the main streets 
of Rome. Apparently prisoners in Rome do not 
ride to jail. ¥ 

After walking a short distance on the main 
street, we turned into a street on the left. And 
here is where the divine hand of God was man- ~ 
ifested. While walking up this street we passed ~ 
a men’s furnishing store where, by chance, I had 
dropped in at 8:30 in the morning of this same 
day to purchase some ~oods. While makine my 
purchase the merchant and I had done our best 
to carry on a conversation, he being interested in 
having me bring other Americans to his store. 
me _ parted as new friends, yet the best of 
riends. 


As my captors were escorting me past his store, 
he happened to be outside. He at once recog- 
nized me as the American tourist who had but 
a few hours before been in his store. He also 
recognized the detectives with me. He jumped to 
his feet and he actually spoke with his hands 
and feet and mouth all at once, in the intense 
desire to set me free. 


At first they would not listen to him and star- 
ted on. But he was holding on to me all the time 
and was determined to separate me from the de- 
tectives, and with his determination and a torrent 
of words, he managed to set me free, but not 
until I was again searched. Then I was told in 
their way of saving it, to “beat it”. I lost no time 
in following this advice. 


I hastily made my way back to the hotel and 
told my friends. not what I had done but what we 
were going to do, saying, “Come with me and 
at 12:30 we will see the great Mussolini.” 


Later, a prominent American in .ome told me 
that had I not been delivered, as I believe b

At 12:30 sharp we were back again where the 
driver had left me. On the way to the building 
I had told my three friends of my recent exper- 


Within two minutes of our arrival those same 
two soldiers came to me and stood one on each 
gide of me. Two also came and stood on each 
side of my three friends. The presence of these 
men made us feel how happy we would be if 
We were some place else. ‘Ine atmosphere was 

charged and surcharged with the fire of Rome. 

Promptly at 12:30 tne great door swung open, 
out came six men, then one men, then six others. 
And there we stood face to face with the great 
Mussolini—the man of iron. His eves had a 
fierce and renetrating glare: his teatures seem- 
ed cold and hard like steel. 

While we closely watched him as he entered 
his car’and drove away, our guards did not once 
look at him. They watched our hands. Had we 
made a move or snown any sign of having guns, 
or made an effort to injure the person of Mus- 
golini, it would have resulted with us as it did 
with the young man who only a few months be- 
fore had attempted to take his life. That boy 
was actually torn to pieces on the corner where 


' we were standing, as though attacked by raving 


beasts. 

This all goes to prove what a great power Ben- 
ito Mussolini is. In the minds of the students

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Bryan—The Modern Elijah 


NOTE :—This lecture has been delivered by Paul 
W. Rood, in many American Cities to large aud- 
iences both in person and by Radio. 


We have assembled tonight to honor the memory 
of William Jennings Bryan. It is entirely fitting 
and proper that we should do so. A great and 
good man has been taken from our midst. No 
death could have been a greater loss to the 
Nation and the world than the death of this 
outstanding man who so recently has gone to 
his reward. We can hardly appreciate rigitly 
a leader while he is living. It takes the sobering 
effect of a man’s death for us to rightly value 
his place in the world. It is almost impossible 
for us to adequately value the life liver and 
the service rendered by the matchless character 
whose memory we tonight honor. 


Were I to choose a text for this address, I 
would choose two: first, the words recorded in 
II Samuel 3:38, “Know ye not that there is a 
prince and a great man fallcn this day in Israel ; 
and second, the cry of Elisha, recorded in II Kings 
2:12, “My father, my father, the chariot of Israel 
and the horseman thereof,” In the last quota- 
tion, Elisha suggests that Elijah had been of 
more value to Israel than an army. Surely no 
one will deny that William Jennings Bryan has 
by life, pen and tongue been a greater defence 
to the nation than a standing army. Every 
thoughtful student will recognize the fact that 
a prince and a great man has fallen in America. 


Mr. Rryan was the modern Elijah. Like his 
ancient prototype, he was fearlessly challenging 
the prophets of Baal in a day of declension and 
calling the nation back to God and positions for- 
saken. Why should he be taken when his country 
needed him so much? It is a profound convic- 
tion with me that there was a purpose in his 
dramatic death. He had the ear and the at- 
tention of the world as possibly no other man 
had or has had in the history of mankind. He 
died on the battlefield and God’s purpose was 
that the attention of the world should be rivited 
upon the battle in which he was engaged and 
the principles for which he fought. 

William Jennings Bryan was a great orator. 
Eloquence has been defined as truth on fire. 
Bryan’s speech was true eloquence. In‘his early 
years, he read Demostenes with great pleasure. 
He had a superb command of Anglo-Saxon. He, 
like all real orators used simple words and ex- 
pressions and like the Master who he worshiped 
and loved, the common people heard him gladly. 
It has been my privilege to hear Mr. Bryan speak 
on Missions, Temperance, Peace and the Bible 
as well as on political subjects. I have never 
heard and I never expect to hear his equal. He 
was one of the greatest, if not the greatest orator 
of all history. It was his “Cross of Gold” speech 
that brought him his first presidential nominat- 
ion and made his name a household word thru- 
out the land. He reached all classes. He held 
audiences spellbound. He swayed the multitude 
with eloquence that has never been surpassed. 


Bryan was a great Bible student. He came 
from a Godly home. His father prayed three 
times a day. He used to call his son into the 
house to read the book of Proverbs and expound 
it. After his father’s death, Bryan read the book 
of Proverbs through every month for qa year. 
He never made a speech in my hearing without 
quoting or referring to Holy writ. The author- 
ized version of the English Bible had given him 
a marvelous command of language. He taught 
great Bible classes; attended by thousands and 
wrote expesitions of the Sunday School lessons 
that were read by millions and preached wonder- 
ful sermons. In fact, his lectures were frequent- 
ly sermons. His book entitled “In His Image” is 
one of the really great books in literature. 


When Mr. Bryan asked for the hand of his 
wife, he began thus: “Mr. Baird, I have been 
been reading Proverbs a good deal lately, and I 


find that Solomon says, “Whoso findeth a wife, 


findeth a good thing and obtaineth favor of the 
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Lord.” ‘Yes’, Mary Baird’s father replied, “but 
Paul suggests that while he that marrieth doeth 
well, he that marrieth not doeth better.” Dis- 
mayed only for a moment the aspiring youth 
rejoined: “Solomon would be the better author- 
ity in this case because he had experience while 
Paul had none.” The youngster won his case. 


Bryan was a great reformer. He was always 
ahead of his time. He fought for reforms while 
they were still unpopular. Anyone can take up 
an .3sue after it is popular but the one who fights 
for a reform while it is yet unpopular is the 
courageous man. Bryan was a man of peace. 
While he was Secretary of State, he planned and 
executed treaties with thirty nations that would 
cause all of the nations involved to take plenty 
of time to investigate all disputes on the theory 
that such investigation would allow passions to 
cool and war to be avoided. This is generally 
considered one of the outstanding historical 
achievements in state craft. The greatest reform 
however, for which Mr. Bryan fought and lived 
to see realized was the securing of national pro- 
hibition. He was the David that slew the modern 
Goliath. To Bryan more than to any man do we 
owe a debt of gratitude for the fact that our 
Nation is dry. On the day that the dry amend- 
ment was to go into effect at high noon a great 
celebration was held in Washington. As was 
entirely fitting, Mr. Bryan was asked to give the 
last address. He spoke till nearly noon and 
before sitting down, he quoted his text: “They 
are dead which sought for the young child’s life.” 
John Barleycorn is in the grave and thank God 
there shall be no resurrection. 


Bryan was also a great personality. He was 
one of the greatest personalities in history. No 
one could make a list of ten of the greatest men 
that have lived and be fair in his judgement 
without including the name of Bryan. He was 
a great man from any standpoint which you 
might discuss him. He was a truly educated 
man. He had not only a technical education but 
also the training that comes from extensive read- 
ing and travel and contact with great men. Many 
colleges honored themselves by conferring degrees 
upon him. Any person that calls Bryan an ignor- 
amus is either a liar or a fool. His critics are 
intellectual dwarfs that do not reach to his 
knees. Any man that can hold an audience for 
two or three hours has something to say and 
knows how to say it. 


An educated man is one who can think and 


knows how to express his thoughts. The Christ- 
ian man need not be ashamed. of his com 
pany from an intellectual standpoint. When Dr. 


Howard A Kelly, world-renowned physician and 
scientist, writes a book like “A Scientific Man 
and His Bible” in which he staunchly defends 
every outstanding doctrine of Christianity, there 
is no one that needs to forsake Christianity on 
intellectual grounds. 

Bryan was a man with a great heart. He was 
the great commoner. He loved the common 
people and gave expression to their needs, con- 
victions and aspirations. He was the mouthpiece 
for those who could not speak for themselves. 
He was a friend of the toiling masses. Their 
welfare was upon his heart. The common peo- 
ple shave never had a greater friend than 
William Jennings Bryan. Their problems were 
his problems. He understood them and loved 
them. Will the world ever see his like? 


We love him for the enemies that he made. He 
was hated by the grafters, the predatory in- 
terests, the leeches on the body politic, the vile 
the the God haters and Christ rejectors. Every 
gpd he had was a compliment to his personal- 
ity. 

Bryan was a great Christian. He was born 
again. He had experienced the new birth, He 
walked with God. He was a man of Convict- 
ions. He knew what he believed. He was a 
positive character. That is the only kInd of man 
that influences his day and generation. The neg- 
ative character never exerts a great influence,

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Bryan believed every fundamental doctrine of 
Christianity. He believed in an infallible Bible. 
He would have gone to the stake for his con- 
victions. That is the kind of a man that God 
wants and the world needs. 

He was a man of prayer. The last public 

utterance that went over his lips was the prayer 
offered in the church attended the last Sunday 
morning of his life. He was a man of integrity. 
a There wasn’t a blot on his character. His 
% life was transparent. He lived in the white light 
that beats around the throne, and no spot was 
a found upon him. He was honest to the core. 
3 Everyone admits his sincerity. He never sold 
out. He could have had the presidential nom- 
ination at the San Francisco Convention. In 
- fact, it was offered to him on the basis of com- 
promise. He was asked to give up his plea for 
a dry plank. He answered that he represented 
the motherhood of America and would introduce 
the dry plank ‘and speak to it. He was offered 
the nomination at Baltimore when the nomination 
meant the presidency without question on the 
basis of being conciliatory toward Tammany. 
He refused to compromise. 

He was a man of faith. He believed God. He 
used to compare a selfish life with a stagnant 
pool and a Christian life with bubbling spring. 
He was himself an illustration of the latter. He 
knew Jesus. The day of his homegoing was a 
day of rejoicing in glory. He died on the field 
of battle. When they found his body, there was 
a smile on his countenance. That same smile 
was seen by the thousands who passed by his 
coffin in Washington. Why did brother Bryan 
smile? He could afford to smile. He had fought 
the good fight; he had kept the faith; he had fin- 
ished his course. I believe he smiled because he 
had seen the face of Jesus. He had heard his 
“well done” and “Welcome Home.” There had 
never been a greater jubliee in heaven since Paul 
swept through the gates. Angels rejoiced; the 
saints of all the ages shouted, “Hallelujah”; all 
heaven found in the speech he had planned to 
deliver at the trial and which will live as long 
as the English language is spoken, were glor- 
iously prophetic. Christ has made of death a 
narrow starlit strip between the companionship 
of yesterday and the reunion of tomorrow.” He 
has had the “reunion of tomorrow.” 

Bryan was primarily a great prophet. He had 
the prophetic vision and message. He came to 
the kingdom for such a time as this. At the 
# _—sCsamee time of his death, he was engaged in a cru- 

-@ ~__ sade which he considered the greatest battle of 
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his career ***, 

Bryan loved his country and mankind. Sens- 
ing the situation, seeing the danger, he spoke out 
the warning message with no uncertain sound.

The trial] at Dayton was a test 
ease, which attracted world-wide attention. The 
principle actors in the drama were Clarence 
Darrow lawyer for the defence and William Jen- 
nings Bryan, attorney for the prosecution. 

Who is Clarence Darrow? He is a noted 
criminal lawyer with a reputation of being able 
to save murderers from the gallows. He is the 
_ 78 °&»&=man that saved Loeb and Leopold, the young 

® millionaires and university students who commit- 
| ted murder and unmentionable crimes, from re- 

: ceiving their just dues. Clarence Darrow is a 
despiser of the ideals of the republic. He is 
a blatant agnostic according to his own confession 
and you are doing him no injustice in calling him 
= an atheist. He was the leader of the forces of 

' evolution. Men may seek to evade the issue but 
in the last analysis evolution is the theory of 
atheists and Christ rejectors and seeks to elim- 
inate God from His universe. 

There stood Bryan, the friend of the common 
people, the peerless orator, the great crusader, 
the noble Christian, defending the faith and rep- 
resenting the forces of God and His Christ. He 
was the object of a studied campaign of villifica- 
tion and ridicule on the part of the press. They 
oi distorted and prejudiced reports of the case. 


newspapers with some 
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questions. The press favored slavery and the 
open saloon until both of these institutions became 
unpopular. Today the press is on the side of 
evolution and will be so until it becomes outlawed 
and unpopular ***, 

What is the fight about? It is not a fight on 
education. Some of us believe sufficiently in ed- 
ucation to sacrifice and work that we may re- 
ceive scholastic training and then we made renew- 
ed sacrifices that our children may be still more 
favored. The colleges of this country have been 
founded by Christian men and women and ed- 
ucation has been sponsored wherever Christianity 
has gone. 

The fight is not on science. We believe in 
science.We are not opposed to any fact that has 
been discovered or ascertained. We are opposed 
to wild guesses and science falsly so called. The 
theory of evolution is an unproven and unprov- 
able hypothesis. It is anti-Christian, unbiblical 
and unscientiffic. It is damnable in its conse- 
quences. When Christians wish to teach the 
Christian philosophy of life to their children, they 
have to build their own schools. Atheists, ag- 
nostics and infidels come into. out public schools 
where the Bible is eliminated and demand to 
teach their damnable philosophy. Let atheists 
build their own schools. Nobody can stop them 
from that but we can and will stop them from 
converting our public schools, attended by the 
children from Christian homes and supported by 
Christian people’s taxes, into places of prop- 
aganda of atheistic theories. Any reasonable 
person will recognize the justice of the proposit- 
ion enunciated. 

The issue is: “Shall we permit the rising gen- 
eration to be poisoned at the well of materialism 
Shall we allow ourselves to be taxed that our 
children may be damned? Shall civilization sur- 
vive? Shall America go down and share the 
experience of other nations that have dethroned 
God and spurned the Bible?” Crime has increased 
and respect for law and authority has broken 
down. Thoughtful men and women everywhere 
are concerned over conditions. No one can hon- 
estly face the situation without recognizing the 
fact that the atheistic philosophy of so-called 
scientists is largely responsible. The theory that 
man came from the beast tends to make man 
revert to the beast. Loeb and Leopold are ill- 
ustrations of the logical consequence of their 
philosophy of life. 

We cannot and will not surrender to infidelity. 
Every instinct of patriotism, of parental respon- 
sibility of Christian manhood and womenhood says 
that the fight must go on. Bryan is dead but we 
must here earnestly resolve that he shall not 
have died in vain. We must catch the torch and 
grasp the sword and go forth to battle valiantly 
for King Emanuel until evolution shall be driven 
from every tax-supported school throughout the 
length and breadth of our land. Let the fear- 
ful and the cowards return to their tents but 
let the courageous manhood and womanhood of 
America go forth to win a great victory tor God 
and mankind. It was Bryan’s plan to start a 
national crusade after the Dayton trial and visit 
every center in the nation with his great message 
and it was his hope that through this crusade the 
sweeping revival for which we have wept and 
prayed should come to our nation and to the 
world. Who shall take his place? No man can 
do that but rather it remains for us to rise up 
by the thousands and millions and say, “The 
fight shall go on until the victory is won.” 

Let me give a personal word about how I 
came to enlist in this battle against evolution. 
I was pastor of the Swedish Tabernacle, a down 
town church, in Seattle for over six years. The 
State University of Washington is located in 
Seattle. Several of my young people were Univ- 
ersity students and students from other places 
attended The Tabernacle. I became involved, 
through the Ministerial Association, in a contro- 
versy with the University authorities which led 
me to give two addresses on; “The State Univ- 
ersity and Christianity” and “Can a Christian 
be an Evolutionist?” My young people who were 
students at the University were stirred up after 
the first lecture and I called the young men to- 
gether. We spent several hours in discussion. 
My young men told me that they had been led 
to believe that every educated man in the 
world was an evolutionist. I had the pleasure of 
pointing out to them that such was not the case— 
that to the contrary, many scientists were op- 
posed to the theory of evolution. That was a 
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revelation to these splendid young men. To 
make a long story short, every one“of thore men 
stood up and said in substance: - “Pastor, I am 
going to stand by the Bible and by Jesus Ch: 
and be loyal to the cause of Christ.” We 
a season of prayer before we separated and none 
of us will likely forget that meeting. One 
the young men was a brilliant medical studen 
He went to Chicago shortly after this conference, 
I received a beautiful letter from him in which he 
testifled that he had returned to the Lord and 
was rejoicing in His fellowship and expressed his 
appreciation to his pastor for the help given in 
a critical period of life. Some weeks after the 
letter, I received the message that my young 
friend had been instantly killed in an accident. 
Then I thanked God that I knew he was ready 
to meet his Lord. 

This experience gave me a profound sympathy 
for our young people that are facing these prob- 
lems in the schools of our land. Gifted and pol- 
ished men are presenting a false philosophy of 
life to young people who are not pre to | 
meet their subtle attack on their childhood faith. 
We must enter into a sympathetic understanding 
of the problems of the young people of our day 
and seek to fortify and assist them in what they — 
are facing. It is unfair to the growing gener- 
ation and dangerous to the welfare of our nation — 
that tax-supported schools should be the base of 
atheistic propaganda. Evolution must be ex- 
cluded from institutions supported by public taxes. 
The moral and spiritual welfare of our youth 
must not be endangered by our educational in- — 
stititions. 

The foregoing has affected me as a pastor and 
a spiritual advisor with responsibility for the 
eternal welfare for those committed tc my care. 
Besides being a pastor, I am the father of five 
children. Their mother and I are seeking to 
bring them up in the nuture and admonition of 
the Lord. We read the Bible together and have 
fellowship in prayer. We will not allow the 
schools that we support by our taxes to rob our 
children of their faith and endanger their tem- 
poral and eternal welfare. : 

There is one more matter that I will mention 
in this connection. The damnable philosophy of 
life which logically results from Darwinism is 
the cause of the irreligion and lawlessness of to- 
day. A change in public thinking, as expressed 
in a polluted press and rotten periodical litera- 
ture and in a teaching poisoned at the wells of 
materialism and atheism, must take place before 
we can expect a nation-wide revival. Therefore, 
we must strike at the citadel of Satan, which is — 
a false and degraded philosophy of life. The 
outstanding issue of the hour is: “Shall in- | 
fidelity capture America?” The revival will come 
when atheism is driven from the schools by an — 
aroused public and moderism is driven from the 
pulpit by an aroused church and worldiness is 
driven from the church by an aroused conscience. 

Bryan was the prophet of the twentieth cen- — 

tury. He was dealing with the root of the matter ~ 
and not with the twigs. I loved Bryan as I have 
loved no other historical and world character. 
His death was to me a great personal loss. “In 
the year that ‘Bryan’ died I saw also the Lord.” 
I am trying to obey the vision and respond to 
the call of God. I am stirred to the depths of 
my being. I am in this fight to the end. There 
is no retreat. I am willing and anxious to 
push other men to the front.

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Archeology and 
God’s Book

A tremendous and widespread interest in ar- 
cheology has been manifested all over the world 
in recent years. Men are no longer content to 
study the written history of man and speculate 
about what went before. So the spade of the 
research scientist is watched with keener inter- 
est and appreciation on the part of the layman 
than ever before, and the general public seems 
almost bursting with eagerness to learn of each 
new discovery as fast as it is made. 

This is gratifying to the writer, who has been 
a devotee of archeology for years, and who has 
contributed considerable to the question of the 
antiquity of man. Like every other careful and 
earnest scientist, however, the writer decries that 
sensational spirit which seems to delight in wild 
and unproven guesses concerning ages and cul- 
tures of various races, and longs for that day 
of wide-spread intelligence that will follow this 
present period of speculation. 

Of special] interest is the progress of arche- 
ological investigation in the land of Palestine, 
and the ancient country of Egypt. The place of 
the birth of monotheism; the land where Judaism 
and Christianity alike arose, must ever be the 
focal point of historical and scientlfic interest. 
The following clipping came to me from a reader 
who was much upset and whose faith was troubled 
because this expedition had found a tremendous 
civilization dated 3,500 B. C.. “WHEN CREAT- 
ION ITSELF DATES FROM ABOUT 4000 B.C.” 

This, of course, is an error of enthusiam and 
- ignorance. The Bible neither states ner implies 
the traditional date of 4004 B. C. as the creation 
date. Nor does this “find” in Ur of the Chaldees 
offer any obstacle to the deepest faith in the ac- 
curacy of the Bible. Ur, from whence Abraham 
heard the call of God, now contributes scientific 
evidence of the high crest of civilization and the 
development of writing fifteen hundred years 
defore the day of Abraham. Let the modernist 
critics “explain” that away. 

“Objects 2,000 years older and ‘rivaling in ar- 
tistic merit and skill in craftmanship’ the treas- 
urers of Tutankhamen have been found by the 
joint expedition of the British museum and the 
museum of the University of Pennsylvania at 
Ur of the Chaldees in Mesapotamia”. 

This was revealed in a report from C. Leonard 
Wooley, director of the joint expedition, made 
public by the university museum today. The ex- 
pedition closed its excavations at Ur for the sea- 
son on Feb. 19. Clay tablets bearing the names 
of kings unrecorded in history, and indications 
that they had ruled as early as 3500 B. C. were 
among the discoveries. 

But note carefully that the age, $500 B. C. is 
not scientifically established; it is one more scien- 
tific guess. 

The dating of ancient documents, as the modern 
student knows, is to be taken with a large grain 
of salt. In order to procure respect for their 
vast antiquity the ancient races frequently 
“doctored” their documents, and falsified the dates 
n a boasting spirit. The early archeologists fe!l 
into the error of accepting these dates, but later 
‘earned better, and corrected themselves. 

As an instance, the scholar Mariette, in 1898 
accepted as the date of the founding of the first 
Egyptian Dynasty, by Menes, the year 5004 B. C. 
Petrie, in 1906, accepted the date 5510 B. C. but 
in 1926 these dates were corrected to be not earl- 
ier than 3400 B. C. Here is two thousand years 
lopped off of Egyptian antiquity by a little care- 
ful deletion of the lying boasts of ancient de- 
ceivers. How odd that men will. doubt every word 
of God’s revelation, but accept with an unquest- 
ioning credulity every syllable from a sun burned 
brick of clay, that attests itself as the work of 
the hands of fallible men. 

This is not an exceptional case, as a brief 
comparison of the records will show. In 1898, 
Mariette accepted the year 4235 B. C. as the be- 
ginning year of the Fourth Dynasty, on the clear- 
est documentary evidence, while Petrie in 1906 
accepted for the same Dynasty the date 4731 B.C. 
But in 1925 these dates were corrected to 2980 


B. C. on data that were discovered from con- 
temporary peoples who told the truth in humility. 

Similarly, and of intense interest in the dis- 
cussion, and of particular bearing on this case 
is the error of the scholar Hilprecht, who in 1902 
accepted the earliest dynasties of Ur as dating 
from the years 4000 B. C. to 3750 B. C. These 
dates were changed in 1925, however, to the more 
recent ones of 3200 B. C., to 2900 B. C., but the 
archeologists in the above clipping are still tang- 
led in the error of Hilprecht, apparently unaware 
of the more recent dates now accepted. 

So much for the possibility of scientific fallacy 

in the report of this great find. The value of 
the find itself is incalculable; but the worth of 
the evidence is not enhanced by an unwarranted 
assumption of antiquity. 
How about the other phase of the query; the 
Biblical date of man’s creation? Here there is 
even more need for sane thinking and cautious 
progress if we are to keep clear from the danger 
of accepting tradition as fact. 

There are two events recorded in the first chap- 
ter of Genesis; creation of the cosmos, and crea- 
tion of living creatures. 

The Bible gives us no inkling of the date of the 
first event, and the eager student who would seek 
light on the date of the creation of Adam must 
delve deeply into the text and proceed with care. 

The common method (and the only available 
one) of the research here is to take the geneal- 
ogies of the Old Testament and add together ths 
age of each patriarch when his first mentioned 
son is born. Usher, using this method arrived 
at the date 4004 B. C. for the creation of Adam. 
Not for the creation of the earth, but for Adam. 
This method of Usher may have been sound but 
he fell into a pitfall that the enemies of our Lord 
Jesus Christ had dug for the unwary, and ac- 
cepted the dates from the Hebrew text without 
question. This is an error. 

We must remember the bitter enmity of the 
Jews that hated and rejected the Messiah, and 
keep clearly in our minds the fact that there was 
no crime or outrage that they would not per- 
petrate to embarrass or handicap Him. Indeed, 
what lesser evil will murderers be afraid of? 
The rulers of the Jews violated every law, both 
civil and ecclesiastical, in their foul conspiracy 
against Jesus. 

“They plotted against Him, how they might put 
Him to death, but secretly, for fear of the peo- 
ple.” They who were His judges themselves 
hired perjured witnesses to testify to lies against 
Him; they hired a traitor to betray Him, and 
they mocked Him on the cross; they found all 
a efforts unavailing when He rose from the 
ead. 

Consternation filled them when the apostles 
came preaching, “This Jesus, whom ye have re- 
jected, God hath made both Christ and Saviour. 
Ye have crucified your Messiah.” That cry must 
be stopped at any cost. So more perjury was 
resorted to. First, they called the Roman sold- 
iers, and persuaded them at great cost to say: 
“While we slept, the disciples came and stole his 
body.” While many of the Jews believed this, 
the mass of the people knew that Roman soldier 
sleeping on duty would be crucifled and laughed 
at such a tale. So the priests tried another plan, 
THEY CHANGED THE DATES IN THE 
HOLY RECORD AND DELIBERATELY AL- 
TERED THE OLD TESTAMENT IN THE HE- 
BREW LANGUAGE TO PROVE THAT 
MESSIAH WOULD NOT COME FOR A THOU- 
SAND YEARS. Sacrilese? Certainly but what 
is sacrilege to perjured murderers? 

It was easy to change the Hebrew Old Testa- 
ment, as the priests had control of the few copies 
existing in that language. But God had evi- 
dently foreseen this action on their part, and had 
moved to frustrate it. In the third century be- 
fore Christ a committee of learned Rabbis had 
come together to translate the Hebrew Old Tes- 
tament into Greek. These seventy men were the 
outstanding scholars of the day, and the result 
of their labors is the version of the Old Testament 
known as the Septuagint, which means, in Greek, 
“The Seventy.” 

THEY USED THE OLD TESTAMENT IN 
HEBREW AS IT WAS IN THE THIRD CEN- 
TURY BEFORE CHRIST. They were all He- 
brews, scholars, Rabbis; they knew their own 
language, and they were learned in the Greek. 
They translated the Old Testament as it then was; 
and if there is any discrepancy between the He- 
brew scriptures now and the Septuagint trans- 
lation, it was made after the work of the seventy 










Rabbis was finished, and after they 
to prove that Christ was not the Messiah, they 
changed the Hebrew copies of the Old Testament 
of which there were comparatively few; but the 
Greek version had flooded the ancient world and 
they couldn’t get their hands on enough copies to 
attempt the alteration of the Septuagint. 

Now let us compare the record of the geneal- 
ogies in the Hebrew and Septuagint versions, and 
see what the discrepancy is.

The analysis of these figures is of fascinating 
interest. Notice how many times the discrep- 
ancy is an even hundred years. This must have 
been intentional. 

Remember that the Canon of the Scripture 
closed in the fifth century B. C., somewhere 
about the year 432 B. C., when Malachi finished 
his prophetic utterances. The Committee of 
Seventy finished their work of translating the 
Hebrew into the Greek about 280 B. C., when 
many scholars were alive to criticize any error or 
change in the text, but these seventy Rabbis had 
all been dead centuries when the priests in the 
time of Christ made this change. That they did 
this thing is attested by the Fathers of the 
Church; Justin Martyr in particular having much 
to say on the subject. 

The text of the Hebrew was originally what we 
now have in the Septuagint. Accepting these 
dates, we arrive at a date for the creation of 
Adam as being 5411 B. C. Adding to that the 
eurrent date of 1927 and we have a period of 
man’s antiquity of not less than 7338 years thus 
recorded. We say, “not less” because the gene- 
ology was not put in as a calendar, and it is 
possible that having fulfilled the purposes of the 
Scripture with accrediting the line of descent, the 
author may have left out some generations not 
essential to the proof of genealogy. This how 
ever, would increase the antiquity, rather than 
shorten it. 

The Septuagint dates, then, being accepted by 
us as they were by Josephus and the early Christ- 
ian Fathers, the date of the flood of Noah would 
be the year 3155 B. C. Thus any kings, dynasties, 
ancient races, cultures or anthropological rec- 
ords of a proved date before that year must be 
antediluvian. This leaves an enormous stretch 
of time between Adam and the flood for ancient 
civilizations to flourish, a total of not less than 
2256 years. 

What marvelous things could happen in that 
time. Deduct that many years from our day 
and we are back in the year 229 B. C. Think for 
just a moment on the rise and fall of empires, the 
parade of kings and emperors, the tides of con- 
quering races and the convulsions of culture that 
have swept across the face of the earth since 229 
B. C. That same procession of events took place 
in the years between Adam and the flood: and 
the archeologist who delves today among the 
tombs of that era is simply loosing the clamoring 
tongues that so long have lain silent in the hush 
of the grave. 

One of the Greatest Ministers of God’s Word 
in the World Today is the Science of Archeology 
Properly Pursued and Applied. Let the faith of 
none of God’s children be shaken by the findings 
of archeology as touching the Word of Truth.
